Drops Run Risk 
of Lung Trouble 


Washington, Dec. 9 (/P>— Long- 


time users of oily nose drops and 
sprays 
and mineral oil laxatives 


are running Ihe risk of a some- 
times fatal lung disease, the Amer- 
ican Medical association was told 
today. 


Dr. Theodore Winship of Wash- 


ington said Ihe oily medicines arc 
not poisonous in 
themselves 
but 


they can get into the windpipe and 
be passed into the lungs. 


This, he said, can result in the 


formation of a hardened, sinewy 
tissue in the lungs —- a condition 
..known medically as "liped pneu- 
' rnonia." 


In severe cases, Winship 
said,

Communist party in 1933. Testified 
he saw the application card car- 
ried by a companion, B. B. Jones, 
to Sam Darcy, then a top party 
man. Swore he subsequently

livered Communist party member- 
ship book, under name of Harry 
Dorgan, to Bridges in 1936, 
and 


again in 1937. Declared he 
once 


heard Bridges make a speech to 
a mixed communist, and non-com- 
munist group in which he avowed 
himself a party member and urged 
others to join. (This was the "Sun- 
day punch" witness.)

Coffee Price 
Return Not 
Likely Soon 


Washington,

American housewives are likely to 
wait a long lime for any general 
return of coffee prices to Septem- 
ber levels. 


The reason for this was outlined 


for congress 
yesterday 
by 
an 


American diplomatic official: Bra- 
zilian reserves have virtually dis- 
appeared an unfavorable growing 
conditions have w r e c k e d any 


year. 


"I don't think Brazil ever again, 


will be as big a coffee producer 
as she was," Robert B. Elwood, 
second secretary of the U. S. em- 
bassy at Rio De Janeiro, told a 
senate agricullure subcommitteee 
invstigating high coffee prices. 


Elwood was ordered home to tes- 


tify before the committee. He took 
a somewhat different approach to 
the coffee problem from that of 
Chairman Gillette (D-Iowa) 
Gil- 
etle decared: 


"It is just as apparent to 
this 


commitce as dayight that some- 
where along the line in October and 
November 
there were 
specula- 
tive interests that had such an ef- 
fect on the coffee market 
as to 
^radically double the price of cof- 
fee to the American consumer." 


He added there has been "a rig- 


ging of the market and we are 
trying to find out where it is." 


Elwood told the committee there 
has been an "unexpectedly 
heavy 
rate" of coffee exports from Bra 
zil since July 1, 1949. 


"Continualion ot this rate of ex- 
ports," he continued, "would have 
resulted in the complete cxhaus 
lion of coffee supplies in Brazil be 
fore the 1950 crop would begin to 
become available for export in July 
of that year."

South-Central Brazil "destroyed all 
hope of a bumper harvest in 1950."

Robert Wilson warned today! 


By way of explanation he point- 


ed out that the postage rate 
on 


unsealed greeting 
cards, 
which 


travel by third class mail, 
was 


raised to 2 cent last January, 


So don't try to mail this year's 


Yule greetings with 1 and one-hall 
cent stamps left over from 
last 


Christmas, he cautioned. All sorts 
of embarrassing things may hap- 
pen. 


Your mail carrier may 
return 
the cards to you stamped, 
"In 


sufficient Postage." 


Or they may be held until the 


addressees supplies the additional 
postage required by the new law 
before

mysterious envelope 
—which turns out 
to

"Merry Christmas" wish — 
be delivered to him. 


Or your cards may be shunted in- 


to the Dead Letter Office if they're 
deposited at the

To preserve your cheery Christ- 


mas cards from these indignities, 
Ihe Postmaster recommends send- 
ing them all by first class mail — 
tha_t means with u 3 cent stamp. 


First class mail rates "directory 
service," by which skilled post 
otlice clerks try to trace down ad- 
drosses who have moved. 
Your 
card may be forwarded from one 
address to another. If the addressee 
isn't located, the card will come 
back to you if Ihe envelope bears 
your return address. 


Christmas cards carrying 2 cent 


stamps are third class mail. They 
must not be sealed and must not 
contain personal messages. 
Only 


one effort is made 
to 
deliver 


them. If the address proves incom- 
plete or incorrect, your 
warm- 


hearted Christmas greetings land 
in the Dead Letter Office.
